Our Lord therefore, which 
was come in our fleſh to reform 
the Church, doth giue vs alſo 
the fame rule, a rule indeed pto- 
noũced by him in this one caſe;

in ſo much the more to bee put 
in practiſe, as this is a matter of 
greater myſteric and weight. As 
alſo we learne the fame in Gods 
law conccrning his ſeryice, Sa 
ſaichhein another place, Where 
hee inſttucteth his Diſciples:
